President Takes Decided 


Stand in Dominican 


Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. If.—Th» 


from the President transmitting to the 
Senate a protocol of an agreement be- 
tween the United States and the Domini- 
can government, providing: for the col- 
lection and disbursement by the United 
States of toe customs revenues of the 
Dominican Republic, was to-day ordered 
made public, together with the protocol, 
a letter from John B, Moore, formerly 
assistant secretary of state, which gives 
a statement regarding the awards unde>' 
the former protocol, and the award cC 
the commission which settled the claims 
of the San Domingo Improvement Com- 
pany. The Senate went into executive 
session immediately after the morning 
business, at which time this action was 
taken. 


LONG MESSAGE. 


The message is of nearly 4,500 words 


and was read in full to the Senate. It is 
largely a discussion of the rights and 
duties of the United States under tho 
Monroe doctrine and the President says 
the protocol affords a practical test of 
the efficiency of the United States gov- 
ernment in maintaining the doctrine. 


In beginning his message the President 


Bays that conditions in San Domingo have 
been growing steadily worse for many 
years and debts have been contracted 
beyond the power 01 the Republic to pay. 


Certain foreign countries, he says, have 


felt tneaiesvlves aggrieved because of the 
non-payment of debts due to their citi- 
zens, and have felt that the only way 
they could ever get any guarantee of pay- 
ment would be by acquisition of territory 
or taking charge of the customs aftaltr 
of the Republic. 


MONROE DOCTRINE, j 


It is pointed out by the President thai 


the Monroe doctrine would prohibit any 
foreign government from stepping in and 
he says that those who profit by this 
doctrine must accept certain responsibili- 
ties along with the right* it confers. 


He says further: 
"The justification for the United States 


taking thk burden and incurring this 
responsibility is to be found in the fact 
that it is incompatible with international 
equity for the United States to refuse to 
allow other powers to take the 
onl> 


means at their disposal of satisfying the 
claims of their creditor!, and yet to re- 
fuse itself to take any such .steps."

subordinate of Warden Tompkins, and. the effect of sending out such 
reports is to- create; t±te.;:impressiari, that "the removal' of Tompkins is 
contemplated that Murphy may be given his .place.- This implies that 
Murphy, was forced on Tornp.kihs.iand'.w^s'intrQduced into San Quen- 
tin as an element hostile "to the present head of the prison. 


In our opinion the report does injustice to the Prison -Directors. 


Without discussing the relative merits- of Tompkins and Murphy, it 
is sufficient to say that changes in prison management, should 'not "be 
made in the way suggested. If Tompkins is not performing his duties 
as Warden to the satisfaction-' of the Board/ the 'thing to do is to de4 
mand his resignation and elect a1 successor.. better qualified for the 
position. Whether that 'man- be 'Murphy or somebody else matters 
little. But under no circumstances should a subordinate' in an im- 
portant capacity be -forced on the Warden as a- preliminary step td, 
having him step into the shoes of ; his superior. To do so is to abuse 
the authority of the "Board and injure the discipline of the prison. 


If Murphy's friends are responsible 'for sending out reports ot' 


the character they are doing him a poor service and are giving out a 
serious reflection on the Board of Prison Directors.

kind 'without verification'/ for they are honorable men who, 'we be- 
lieve, would scorn to tie a man's 'hands and then blame him for'noi 
being equal to the demands of his office.

tain that to row the great race on the 
rough water of the Oakland Estuarj 
•wilt put them under too great a dis- 
advantage. 
As a result of this decision a netf 


course Is being looked for. The most 
desirable waterway seems to be 
at 


Stockton, where there is a long, wide 
slough, 
filled 
with 
comparatively 


smooth water. 
There is also a roac" 


along the slough, which would enabU 
sightseers in vehicles to view the race 
from start to finish. 
The course is 


wide enough to permit the use ot 
launches for judges, college rooters 
and spectators.

with the Stockton proposal is that it is 
so far from the two universities that 
it would be impossible for many of 
the students to witness the regatta.
